‘Tho strongth of 
the army in peace is fixed at 252,0/0 men 
to ba augmented to 80,0 0 on: the broak- 
ing out of hostilities. “Of this siumber 
Austria furnishes 457,082 aud Hongary 
242,088. It is composed ‘of 80 regiments 
of tufantry, 41 regiments of envalry, 13 
regiments of artillery, 2 regiments of engi- 
neers, 1 regiment of pioneora, and. other 
troops.
